was shut up in Paris by the Germans, soar- 
id away with his apparatus in a baloon, to 
kcep his engagement with the sun. What 
wild Eastern tale of a magician rising in 
his fiery chariot ever equalled this, But 
the acute minds of explorers have now de- 
vised several ways of separating the sun's 
direct rays from those of the exterior or 
chromosphere. The most sueceasful meth- 
od is that of extending the spectrum and 
thus weakening its light, until @ point is

chromosphere is alone visible. The pa- 
tient observer, situung in hia room, can now 
observe the incessant changes that the 
sua's vapors are undergoing.
